'St. Petersburg, Nov. 24.—It has 


been learmed that Vine recent sum- 
moning- of Dr. M-erzMevsky, one of 
the foremost specialists in nervous 
diseases, to the 
south, of Russia, 


which gave rise to the report that he 
•was going to 'attend tike czar, or the 
czarina, or both, their majesties hav- 
ing1 in turn been allege*! to be suffer- 
ing from. nx-elancholCa, was to visit 
Balaklaiva, .where Uho grand 'duk«, 
Nich'olai K'onsl'aaitinovitch, is retain- 
ed as insane. 


Some observers of tlie situation do 


not believe that the accession of the 
gr.-,r.5 cl-okc Vlr-d'hr-ir, ur.:;!c cf the 
canr, to the throne, in the event of 
the czar's abdication and the death 
r>f his brother, tte giiand duke Midh- 
acl, tire heir presumptive, would 'be 
unpopular and they do not credit the 
&i?; rorts that th'e advent to supreme 
'* .war of the Vladimir family would 
/materially alter the existing' state of 
affairs, as the masses are ignorant 
in regard to every czar's true char- 
acter and the educated .people attach 
merely subordinate importance there- 
to. The possible effect of the Dra- 
•conian system under a, sterner ruler 
on tho prospects of -a possible revolu- 
.tiontt.ry movieimcint is xe'gai'dtd ias idta 
speculation. 


MBSMES/IST AN AMERICAN. 
The latest reports about Philipp, 


the mesmerist .who is sad'd to 'have 
the czar ic'onnpletely under Ms 'influ- 
ence, are thlit he is a ifotimer French 
physician, la naturalized American 
'And tli'at 'be has been in Russia, for 
about a year, livinig in the homes of 
two Montenegrin .princesses, wlio 
married Russians. 'It is addled thi.it 
tlie czar granted Plhiilipp tih'B right 
to pnactice mie'diicine in Russia 'and to 
woair the «paulettes of a military sur- 
g-eoii of tiro rank of a councillor of 
state, which equals that of a gen- 
'eral. Finally, lit is asserted that the 
court physician, Dr. Ott, went to L-i- 
vadia and succeeded- in perauajdin-g 
the czar to forbid PMlipp to practice 
Ou the czarina, and the da-partm'* of 
the ministers of war, of the interior 
rand of finance from Livodia was in- 
terpreted as a sign that Khiilipp's in- 
fluence was broken. It is also said 
that these .ministers jointly present- 
ed la report to Ms Majesty discredit- 
ing' Philipp, that the czar diefendied 
Pliilipp aud ieijcutcd \«IiitL iur ci^jastu 
as interference with. Ms personal af- 
fairs, but flniaily yielded. This is 
looked upon in seme quarters as evi- 
dence that the optimistic statements 
on the subject lot tlhe cziar's mental 
condition require limitation.

whioli miade its appearance 
weeks 


ago and totally irresponsible for his 
acts, 'Otto Siem'on, Ph. D., for mv 
than twenty years a member cf the 
faculty of Concord'ia college in this 
city and one of the best known edu- 
cators of the 
Missouri 
(Lutheran 


synod, ended Ms own life Iby hang- 
ing shortly before 8 o'clock Sunday 
morning. 


The sad 'affair occurred at th« home 


of his step-sistsr, Mrs. Balsn Si6- 
mon, 327 Madison sti'eet, whera the 
unfortunate educator was taken when. 
Jiis mind brofce down seven weeks 
ago, 
and1 iwtoere physicians 
and 


friends have bEcn minisibering.'to him; 
in the hope tliat the msutal disturb- 
ance would prove to 1-e of but transi - 
tory character and that the patient 
would soon be restored' to health. 
Profv 'Siaonon was forty-seven ysars 
cf age and the collapse of his .mental 
powers is ascribed to overstudy and 
a too assiduous devotion to his work 
nt the college. The lifeless form of 
the educator was found by his steip- 
mothar suspended from the high post 
of his bedstead. Nothing in either 
Prof. 'Siemon's manner or his con- 
versation had evtr indicated an idea 
of self-destruction 'and the shock i>' 
the discovery was a terrible one. 


HE 'HAD PLANNED IT. 


Circumstances indicate, however, 


that the suicide had been carafully 
planned. Sunday morning Prof. Sim- 
mon awoke after a rather more rest- 
ful night tOian usual and he seemed 
In good spirits nt 7:30 o'clock wh<m 
his brother, Henry Siemoii, who cc- 


through, the patient's apartments. 
It had been the mother's custom each 
innming to carry to the room water 
in which Dr. 'Sicmon would (bathe his 
hands and face, and as she did so 
Sunday morning she told him that 
breakfast was ready. 
Leaving the 


raom, Mrs. Sicmon heard the patient 
moving about. Shortly nftir all w,is 
quiet once more, and after waiting 
perhaps half an hour, t!he concluded 
that .tlie patient had re-turned to bed 
and she went >at once to the room tn 
call him. Stepping inside the room, 
slve noticed his form near the herul 
of the bed and nt first presumed he 
was merely standing 
there. 
'Ap- 


proaching Mm, she received no re- 
sponse. Then her eyes fell upon the 
rope about his neck and th« awful 
truth flashed upcn her. 
Assistance 


was qui:kly called, the body was 
lifted d-O'wn and placed upon the t>ed. 
Attempts at resuscitation w;re fruit- 
less; life was extinct, and Dr. A. E. 
VnnBuskirk, the acting coroner, was 
summoned. 


USED A CLOTHESLINE. 


Some time previous nobody can say 


precisely when, Professor Siemon had 
procured a long section of clothesline 
from the attic of the residence where 
the family wash is occasionally hung 
to dry. 
This rope had evidently 


been secreted in his room until on 
Sunday morning came the opportun- 
ity for its use. The two ends were 
tied together, then the rope was 
doubled again and the knotted ends 
passed through a loop formed by the 
four strands of the line, making a 
running noose. 
Mounting a chair 


the demented man had placed the 
noose about his neck and threw the 
tied ends over the high post of the 
head of his bed. Then kicking; the 
chair from beneath his feet the vic- 
tim sank to strangulation, his feet 
but a few inches above the floor. 


The bedstead to which he attached 


the rope is of very high pattern, con- 
structed of iron, and has a canopy 
top. In stnnding upon the chair the 
man's head must have come to within 
a few inches of the top and the rope 
was arranged to suspend its victim 
about eighteen inches below the knoib 
at the top of the post. In kicking 
the chair from beneath him, one of 
his feet 'had penetrated the cane seat. 


FOUND A BEVOLVEB. 


Professor Sicmon was .attired only 


in his underclothing and had evi- 
dently conceived the idea of self- 
destruction at once upon arising, ns 
it is the opinion of physdcians that 
the body was hanging not to exceed 
twenty-five minutes. 


A search of his clothing by the 


coroner brought to light a new revol- 
ver, with every chamber loaded, and 
this is taken to indicate that the edu- 


cator may have at one time intended 
to take Ms life by shooting. Today 
it is learned that the revolver found 
in his pockets is the property of his 
brother, Henry Siemon, and that it 
was left securely locked in a drawer 
in the latter's apjartments. How or 
when the dementejd man secured pos- 
session of it is not known. 
The 


brother had not Kad occasion to dis- 
turb the weapon fer some time and it 
was last seen in the drawer on Tues- 
day of last week. 


Professor Siemon -was a most gifted 


man and very widely known among 
the educators of the synod. At Con- 
cordia college he occupied the chair 
of professor of Latin, and also gave 
instruction in English in some of the 
lower branches. His degree was doc- 
tor of philology. A life-long student, 
a man cf 'brilliant intellect and rare 
culture, he was regarded as one of the 
strongest men rn the college faculty,

Aime Raeine, a pioneer resident of 


Allen county, for many years a prom- 
inent Fort W^yne business nisn and 
twice a representative cf the Ninth 
ward in the city 
council, 
died at 


12:10 o'clock tlhis afternoon at his 
home, 1209 Cass street, at t'he age of 
68 years. 


Death was due to typhoid fever, 


with which he was stricken nearly 
two weeks ag'o. For ths past week 
t'ho patient's condition ha'd 'been ex- 
tremc'iy critical. Enfeebled strength 
nnd advancing mgo were uiinlble to 


irt the m?yr.vc-h!r-::r.ts r" -^tLlu'..' I' 


Complications developed and despite 
the most skilled and devoted minis- 
trations Mr. Ricine continued to de- 
cline steadily until dc.itDi at noon to- 
day market! the close of nil active, 
useful and vip;orous life. 


BORN IN 'SWITZERLAND. 


Mr. R'.reinc w.is 'a. nitivc of Switzer- 


land, born Miarch 1C. 1834, the son of 
Mr. nnd Mrs. John R.roine. the fnd'hor 
being n former in th.it faraway coun- 
try. In 18-10 tlie R'.icine family emi- 
grated to America, 
settling- 
soon 


after in Washington 
tcwnsliip, n 


short distance from Fort W.iyne. 


The son remained for ?cme ycnrs 


upon the farm 'assisting1 ihis father. 
In ISOG he cAino lo Fort Wayne and 
became nil apprentice under J.inne,; 
McConncll in the 
manufacture of 


horse co'llar.-s. 
Soon aftenward Mc- 


Conuell sol.l Mio -business 
to Mr. 


S'h'oaff, and Mr. 
'Racine 
remained 


with that gentleman until the enrl 
of his apprenticeship then launching- 
out as a journeyman. 


In 1SG2 he went to Chicago and 


thence to several other cities, remain- 
ing but a short time in each. A year 
Inter he became forenr.in of the collar 
department of 1he big

Two 


years later, new the close rrf the civil 
war, he went with James M-cConncll, 
his first employer, to Quin-cy, 111., 
with a big stock of go'o'ds, intendinc? 
to engage in the h'nrness 'and collar 
business. 
Tttiey could find no suita- 


ble location and they sold tihe stock, 
returning- to Fort Wayne. 


ENGAGES IN BUSINESS. 


Here Mr. Racine nnd Louis Traub 


formed 'a partnership, Mr. Racine 
adding the manufacture of collars to 
the harness-making business of Mr. 
Traub. This partnership lasted but 
six months, when Mr. Racine retired 
and engaged in business upon his 
own account. Here was the founda- 
tion of the 
collar manufacturing: 


business which has continued down 
to the death of Mr. Racine, nnd which 


known over the entire country. 
Politically. Mr. Racine was a re- 


publican, and he served in the city 
council in 18S5 and 1886 as the rep- 
resentative of the Ninth ward. He 
was a man of strict integrity, active 
and uniformly successful in business, 
and enjoyed the respect and esteem of 
all who knew him. A man of pro- 
nounced views, he at the same time 
accorded to others the same honesty 
of purpose he claimed for himself, 
nncl his life was one of usefulness and 
kindness. 


Mr. Racine was united in marriage 


to Miss Louise Sawdy, who, with two 
daughters, survives. 
The children 


are Mrs. Homer T. Smith and Miss 
Nettie Racine, of thi? city. 
There 


are five grandchildren. 
Other rela- 


tives include two brothers and two 


sisters—August Racine, of Washing- 
ton township; Fre-3 L. Racine, Mrs. 
Julia Rosselct and Mrs. Rose Hoffer, 
of this city. The deceased had been 
for many years a member of Har- 
mony lodge, No. 19, I. O. 0. F. 


The funeral -arrangements have not 


been completed, but the service will 
probably be held on Friday.

instructions than lie. Home down by 
the weight of this delusion, Profes- 
sor Siemon became engulf ed in n deep 
melancholy, and it was plain, that he 
was suffering intensely firom his men- 
tal malady.

VOTING MACHINES. 


The Indianapolis News prints an 


elaborate exhibition of figures pur 
posed to show the economies and 
other advantages derived from use 
of voting machines. Taking the vote 
cast for secretary of state in the re- 
cent Indiana elections as a basis, the 
News computes the cost of each vote 
cast at 49 cents, 'bringing the grand 
aggregate cost of the election in the 
state up to $262,384. The News es- 
timates that by machine voting the 
cost to each voter can be reduced to 
18 cents, making the total cost in the 
state $105,522, or a te^al saving of 
S150.R62. 


The voting machine law -!.ow on 


the Indiana statute books mai 
~ one 


minute the limit of time to votb and 
it provides that there shall be 600 
voters to the precinct. Taking the 
Allen county vote on November 4 as 
a basis, approximately twenty-seven 
machines would be needed. The vot- 
ing machines now in use quite gen- 
erally in New York state cost $500 
each. Twenty-seven of these would 
cost $13,500. The total vote cast in 
Allen county at the last election for 
secretary of state was 10,157. At 45 
cents cost each -this would entail an 
expense of $7.270.65. At 18 cents 
each, the estimated cost of machines, 
the total cost of the same number of 
votes would be $2,918.20, a saving of 
$4,252.39. Such a saving would in a 
few years equal the cost of the ma- 
chines. 
The expense mig-ht prove 


Cruller than tlic cstim.vtc, Vat the 
saving 
would, 
nevertheless, 
be 


enough in the course of four or five 
elections to pay for the machines. 


There are ot'her advantages in the 


use of machines important enough to 
justify their adoption, even if no 
economy
